TUBEROUS  ROOTED  BEGONIA 

When  grown  outside,  the  Tuberous  Rooted  Begonias 
should  be  taken  up  before  cold  weather,  spread  out  to  dry, 
and  be  packed  away  in  boxes  of  dry  sand  and  stored 
through  winter  in  some  cool  place,  yet  not  where  frost  can 
reach  them.  Some  little  time  before  planting  outside  in 
spring  they  should  be  potted  and  kept  inside  until  well 
started.  They  delight  in  a partially  shaded  location  in  soil 
composed  of  leaf  mold,  sand  and  well  rotted  manure.

Decorative  Dahlias 

CLIFFORD  W.  BRUTON — Immense  size,  color  a clear, 
rich  canary-yellow.  Fine  for  cutting.  Should  be  in  every 
collection.
